THE  PHARMACY  BILL  POSTPONED- 


Just  as  pharmacists  were  about  to  congratulate  themselves  on  the* 
passage  of  the  much  looked  for  Pharmacy  Bill,  our  hopes  have  been 
again  doomed  to  disappointment.  At  the  last  moment  it  was  found 
impossible  by  the  Upper  House  to  consider  the  measure,  owing  to  the- 
crowding  out  by  other,  and  to  the  minds  of  the  sages  of  that  chamber,, 
more  important  legislation.  The  strenuous  exertions  put  forward  by 
several  of  the  members  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  deserve  better  success;, 
night  after  night  during  the  last  weeks  of  the  session  these  gentlemen 
have  put  in  their  time  at  the  houses  of  parliament,  interviewing 
members  and  using  every  method  in  their  power  to  get  the  Bill- 
brought  on,  but  with  no  effect.  The  thanks  of  the  general  body  of 
pharmacists,  registered  and  unregistered,  are  due  to  these  gentlemen, 
who  have  sacrificed  a  valuable  portion  of  their  time  in  their  behalf. 
The  Bill  only  arrived  at  the  point  of  its  first  reading  in  the  Council,, 
and  the  only  opportunity  at  which  it  could  possibly  have  been  intro¬ 
duced  was  taken  up  by  reading  a  petition  from  a  Mr.  Cook,  who  has 
an  objection  of  some  sort  to  ventilate  in  reference  to  its  provisions  as 
affecting  himself.  It  does  seem  a  strange  thing  that  Members  of 
Parliament  are  always  willing  to  listen  to  one  individual,  who  has 
his  own  little  grievance,  whilst  the  majority  of  the  people  are  crying 
out  for  this  much  needed  legislation.  The  situation  now  is,  that 
when  Parliament  meets  in  May  next  the  Bill  will  be  introduced  at 
the  stage  it  had  arrived  at  before  the  prorogation,  and  in  all  proba- 
bility  will  become  law  from  July  1st,  1897,  at  least  we  are  led  tO’ 
believe  it  will  be  so,  a  promise  having  been  to  that  effect  given  by 
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the  representative  of  the  Grovernmeilt  in  the  Upper  House.  It  is  a 
source  of  some  congratulation  to  know  that  the  Bill  will  be  then  as 
perfect  as  it  is  possible  to  make  it,  the  amendments  which,  after  much 
cogitation,  have  been  recommended,  having  been  adopted  by  the 
Grovernment.  Nothing  more  remains  to  do  but  quietly  await  the 
meeting  of  Parliament  in  May  next,  and  solace  ourselves  as  best  we 
can  for  the  present  disappointment.

We  do  not  think  it  is  the  intention  of  the  medical  profession  to 
retaliate  upon  the  pharmacist  for  the  sins  of  the  Friendly  Societies, 
by  visiting  the  pharmacist  with  the  same  punishment  as  the  doctors 
themselves  complain  about,  namely,  sweating.”  We  think  some  lack  of 
supervision  in  the  drawing  up  of  the  agreement  is  the  reason  these 
very  unjust  portions  have  been  allowed  to  stand ;  it  would  have  been  wiser, 
probably,  if  the  medical  men  who  are  responsible  for  this  document 
had  consulted  some  pharmacist  who  had  had  considerable  experience 
in  dispensing  for  clubs.  W^e  take  exception  to  the  words  and 
appliances,”  which  might  mean  anything  in  the  way  of  cotton- wool, 
lint,  linseed  meal,  splints,  plasters,  leeches,  ice  caps,  &c.,  which  we 
cannot  think  for  a  moment  is  intended,  or  where  would  the  poor 
pharmacist  be  after  an  epidemic.  We  fail  to  see,  also,  why  the 
dispenser  should  be  bound  down  to  charge  cost  price  for  patent 
medicines ;  if  it  is  necessary  for  the  medical  man  to  order  patent 
medicines,  surely  the  chemist  ought  to  be  allowed  to  charge  the 
retail  price  for  patent  and  proprietary  preparations,  which  bear  an 
insignificant  profit  even  at  the  best  of  times.  We  would,  therefore, 
warn  those  pharmacists  who  contemplate  entering  into  this  agreement 
to  carefully  peruse  the  document  before  signing ;  if  they  sign  with 
these  conditions  in,  they  then  do  so  with  their  eyes  open,  and  only 
have  themselves  to  blame  if  they  lose  by  the  transaction.

A  Mr.  Cook  applied  to  the  Legislative  Council  to  be  heard  at  the 
bar  of  the  House,  to  ventilate  the  fact,  that  if  the  Pharmacy  Bill  passed  in 
its  present  form  he  would  suffer  an  injustice,  what  particular  part  he  objected 
to  did  not  transpire.  His  petition  was  received. 

The  Shops  and  Factories  Act,  which  becomes  law  on  the 

ist  of  January,  exempts  chemists’  shops,  coffee  houses,  confectioners, 
eating  houses,  fish  and  oyster  shops,  fruit  and  vegetable  shops,  restaurants, 
booksellers’  and  newsagents’  shops,  tobacconists  and  hotels. 

Bythnia  Water  is  another  new  mineral  water,  said  to  be  an 
absolute  specific  for  constipation  and  rheumatism.

Having  called  the  attention  of  our  readers  to  the  clauses 
affecting  them,  in  our  last  issue,  it  will  be  unnecessary  to  again  refer  to 
those  paragraphs. 

Medical  Bill. — The  Attorney-General  having  obtained  leave  to 
bring  in  a  Bill  to  regulate  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery  and  other 
matters  connected  therewith,  the  Bill  was  introduced  on  November  4th, 
and  read  the  first  time.  The  .......  . —  . — 
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Furious  Driving. — At  the  Glebe  Police  Court,  before  Mr» 
Addison,  S.M.,  Frederick  Diamond,  a  commercial  traveller,  was  proceeded 
against  for  having  driven  a  horse  at  a  furious  rate  along  Glebe-road,  Glebe, 
to  the  danger  of  foot  passengers,  on  the  21st  ultimo.  The  attesting 
constable  stated  that  he  had  warned  the  accused  on  a  previous  occasion 
about  the  rate  he  drove  the  horse.  Accused  was  ordered  to  pay  a  fine  of 
;^i  and  costs,  in  default  seven  days  imprisonment.

Tatum  &  Co.,  has  just  returned  from  America  via  England  by  the 
s.s.

Armour  and 
Co;  Johnson  &  Johnson,  Chas.  Wright  &  Co.,  Bogert  Hopper  &  Co., 
wood  boxes,  Somer  &  Co.,  decorated  tins,  Scott  Paper  Manufacturing  Co., 
.toilet  papers,  Packer  s  Coal  Tar  Soap,  &c.  Mr.  Beck  has  taken  sample 
rooms  at  No.  15  Queensland  Offices,  Bridge-street. 

We  have  been  requested  by  Mr.  Julius  Levy,  Agent  for  E.  Merck,  of 
•Dramstadt,  to  publish  the  following  extract  which  appeared  in  a  paper 
written  by  Dr.  Fiaschi  to  the  British  Medical  Journal,  August  29th,  1896,- 
page  505,  entitled  : — “  A  Report  on  the  Mutilated  and  Evirated  of  the 
Battle  of  Adowa.”  Referring  to  a  number  of  amputations  (about  141) 
which  he  undertook,  the  eminent  surgeon  states  :  “  The  anaesthetic  used 
was  Merck’s  Chloroform,  and  whether  as  a  result  of  the  quality  of  the 
Drug,  or  the  elevation  (7000  feet  over  the  level  of  the  sea),  or  the  race,  I 
have  rarely  seen  patients  take  Chloroform  better  and  easier.” 
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The  Government  Metallurgical  Works. — Although  these 
works,  about  which  there  has  been  a  good  deal  of  talk  recently,  are  not 
nearly  complete,  crushing  is  now  going  on.  They  are  situated  on  the 
Duck  River  at  Clyde,  and  are  connected  with  the  railway  by  a  siding.  The 
trucks  can  be  run  alongside  the  crushing  room,  and  the  ores  are  moved 
on  without  much  trouble  to  the  various  portions  of  the  works,  which  consist 
of  crushing  rooms,  sample  stampers,  chlorinating  and  cyanide  works, 
assay  office  and  specimen  room,  where  all  the  different  kinds  of  ore  are 
kept  for  comparison.  The  cost  of  the  plant  up  to  date  has  not  been  more 
than  ;^4ooo.  The  vote  was  ^10,000,  and  people  concerned  are  asking 
why  the  work  is  being  delayed,  as  the  business  in  the  assay  department 
especially  has  increased  over  loo  per  cent,  during  the  present  year,  and 
has  been  almost  too  difficult  to  cope  with  under  the  circumstances. 

Tesla’s  Latest  Invention. — A  New  York  telegram,  dated  29th 
September,  says  : — “  The  last  issue  of  the  Electrical  Review  describes  the 
latest  electrical  invention  of  Nicola  Tesla.  He  has  succeeded,  it  says,  in 
perfecting  his  so-called  electrical  oscillators,  or  machines  for  the  economical 
production  of  rapid  electrical  vibrations.  By  means  of  the  oscillators  he 
is  confident  that  his  lighting  by  glass  bulbs,  without  the  usual  filament  of 
the  incandescent  lamp,  will  become  practicable.  They  are  besides  capable 
of  devolving  far  more  powerful  Roentgen  rays  than  was  hitherto  possible 
with  the  old  apparatus,  and  they  lend  themselves  to  numerous  other  uses, 
such  as  photography,  the  production  of  ozone  and  other  chemical  combina¬ 
tions,  and  electric-therapeutic  treatment.  Tesla’s  work  has  always 
attracted  great  attention  among  electric  workers,  but  it  is  probable  that 
these  latest  contributions  of  his  will  prove  more  fruitful  and  far-reaching 
than  his  previous  achievements.” 

A  Chemists’  Exhibition. — Very  attractive  to  professional  men 
was  the  second  annual  Chemists’  Exhibition,  held  at  the  National  Skating 
Palace,  Argyle-street,  London.  There  were  over  100  stands  (all  of  them 
most  artistically  arranged)  as  against  74  last  year.  The  main  idea  of  the 
promoters  was  to  bring  retail  druggists  into  direct  communication  with 
wholesale  houses,  and  in  that  primary  object  it  has  been  successful.  The 
list  of  exhibitors  included  such  firms  as  Barclay  <k  Sons;  Burroughs, 
Wellcome  &  Co. ;  Cresswell  Brothers  &  Schmitz,  famous  for  their  sponges  ; 
the  Crown  Perfumery  Co. ;  Idris  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  making  a  great  display  in 
mineral  waters ;  Maw,  Son  &  Thompson ;  Mellins’  Food ;  Parke,  Davis  & 
Co.  ;  Newball  &  Mason,  of  Nottingham ;  Wyley’s,  Limited,  of  Coventry; 
Sanitas  Co.,  Ltd  ;  the  Apollonaris  Co.,  Ltd.,  etc.  The  Chemists’  Exhibition 
did  not  appeal  directly  to  the  general  public  as  such  ;  but  for  all  that,  the 
general  public  found  in  it  very  interesting  and  diversified  collections.  The 
Ladies’  Hungarian  Band  played  for  several  hours  during  the  day  and 
evening.  A  day  was  set  apart  ‘  for  the  edification  of  doctors  and  nurses 
who  were  invited  to  inspect  the  exhibits  which  especially  interested  them. 
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The  Chemists’  Cycling  Club. — The  members  of  this  popular 
•Club  journeyed  to  Sandringham  on  Friday,  October  30th,  where  they  had 
been  invited  to  rendezvous  by  the  President,  Mr.  George  Elliott,  to  join 
him  at  luncheon  there.  The  party  met  at  12.30,  having  arrived  by  road, 
and  were  met  by  Mr.  Elliott,  who  was  accompanied  by  Dr.  J.  Elliott  and 
Mr.  H.  Levy.  After  discussing  an  excellent  repast,  the  toast  of  the 
President  was  proposed  by  Mr.  L.  P.  Williams  (Captain  of  the  Club)  in 
felicitous  terms,  and  feelingly  responded  to  by  Mr.  Elliott.  The  rest  of 
the  afternoon  was  passed  in  billiards,  quoits,  &c.  Mr.  Elliott,  upon  leaving 
iby  the  tram,  was  saluted  by  three  hearty  cheers.  Unfortunately  the 
weather  was  very  unfavourable  for  out-door  enjoyment,  and  the  cyclists  had 
to  journey  home  in  the  wet.  But  one  and  all  were  loud  in  praise  of  the 
President’s  generous  hospitality.  The  Club  appears  likely  to  assume 
considerable  popularity  among  the  brethren  of  the  pestle,  the  number  of 
members  being  now  something  like  thirty,  and  increasing  every  week. 
Six  or  seven  members  took  a  ride  as  far  as  Parramatta  on  Friday, 
November  13th,  intending  to  go  to  Prospect  Reservoir,  but  the  weather 
was  too  hot  for  pleasurable  cycling,  so  Parramatta  was  the  termination  of  the 
journey. 

A  ijledical  Directory. — The  fourth  edition  of  Mr.  Ludwig 
Bruck’s  Australasian  Medical  Directory  and  Handbook^  corrected  up  to 
September,  1896,  is  a  publication  of  much  value  to  the  medical  profession 
and  the  general  public.  It  is  indeed  a  copendium  of  information  for  all 
the  colonies,  bearing  on  matters  affecting  practitioners,  such  as  abstracts  of 
the  medical  Acts,  scales  of  fees,  and  the  like.  The  section  most  distinctive 
of  the  book  is  the  alphabetical  list  of  all  known  legally-qualified  medical 
men  resident  in  these  colonies  and  adjacent  islands  of  the  Pacific. 
From  this  we  may  learn  how  important  by  numbers  and  by  distinguished 
members  the  profession  is.  It  includes  one  Governor,  Sir  William 
Macgregor,  of  New  Guinea.  Several  knights  are  of  its  ranks,  and  of  these 
some  are  men  of  high  services  and  esteem,  such  as  Sir  James  Hector,  of 
New  Zealand;  Sir  Anthony  Brownless,  of  Melbourne;  Sir  Alfred  Roberts 
and  Sir  Arthur  Renwick,  of  Sydney.  As  for  members  of  the  Legislature, 
they  are  “  too  numerous  to  particularise.”  Also  as  showing  the  tendency 
of  female  professional  education,  there  are  to  be  found  on  this  register  the 
names  of  some  21  women  graduates  in  medicine  or  surgery,  of  whom  14 
belong  to  Victoria,  and  four  to  New  South  Wales.  Some  names,  fresh  from 
the  press  as  the  book  is,  have  to  be  deleted,  such  as  those  of  Dr.  Thomas 
Chambers  and  Sir  Ferdinand  von  Mueller.  A  new  feature  of  this  useful 
manual  is  a  table  of  seaside  or  other  climatic  resorts  recommended  in 
several  affections.  There  is  also  an  abbreviated  gazetteer  of  the  colonies, 
being  a  list  of  post  towns,  with  the  names  of  resident  medical  practitioners, 
if  any.

The  Effect  of  a  Pint  of  Absinth. — The  Tnhime  Medicale  relates  that  one 
day  recently  in  Paris,  a  man  accustomed  to  the  use  of  absinth  bet  another 
a  trifling  sum  that  he  could  drink  a  demi-litre  (about  a  pint)  of  absinth  at 
a  draught,  without  stopping.  The  bet  was  taken  and  scarcely  had  the 
liquor  been  drank  off  to  the  last  drop,  when  the  drinker  fell  to  the  earth 
as  if  struck  by  lightning,  stricken  with  epilepsy.  He  was  at  once  carried 
to  a  hospital,  where,  after  suffering  horrible  agony,  he  died,  a  few  minutes 
after  entering. 

Lirr^y-Water  the  Cause  of  Raqcidity. — A  Danish  journal  devoted  to 
dairy  interests  tells  of  a  certain  dairy,  the  butter  of  which  was  noted  for 
the  rapidity  with  which  it  became  spoiled,  although,  made  apparently  with 
-every  care.  Finally,  experts  undertook  to  establish  the  reasons  for  the 
phenomenon,  and  on  investigation  disclosed  that  the  butter  was  washed 
with  water  from  a  certain  spring  which  contained  a  large  proportion  of 
dime.  Further  investigation  showed  that  butter  left  in  contact  with  the 
water  for  any  length  of  time  was  completely  transformed  into  a  soap-like 
mass,  of  most  disagreeable  odor  and  taste.  The  use  of  water  from  another 
source  completely  rectified  conditions,  and  the  dairy’s  credit  was  restored. 

Fair  and  Square  Conipetition. — A  new  law  has  gone  into  operation  in 
Germany.  It  makes  it  a  penal  offence  to  compare  prices  in  public  adver¬ 
tisements  with  those  of  a  competitor ;  to  use  the  firm  name  or  device  of  a 
•competitor  in  a  misleading  manner  j  to  induce  an  employe  of  a  competitor 
to  disclose  any  information  which  may  have  been  confided  to  him  j  to 
retail  certain  goods  contrary  to  agreement  with  the  manufacturer,  etc. 
Penalties  range  from  six  months’  imprisonment  to  a  fine  of  3000  marksi 
Editors  and  publishers,  as  well  as  printers,  of  newspapers,  periodicals,  and 
circulars,  become  liable,  as  well  as  the  authors  of  offences  against  the  new 
law. — British  and  Colonial  Druggist. 

Polypfiarmacy  witf]  a  Veqgeance.— A  prescription  as  recently  presented 
at  Perry’s  pharmacy  in  Indianopolis,  signed  by  a  “  regular  practitioner  ”  of 
Eagletown,  Ind.,  calling  for  2  drachms  each  of  the  following  fluid  extracts  r 
-Cascara,  Columbo,  Avena  sativa,  Polar  bark,  Salmony,  Bayberry,  Barberry, 
Black  cohosh,  Trillium  pendulum.  Blue  cohosh,  Sanguinaria  canad.,  Lappa 
offiicinalis.  Ladies  slipper,  Glycyrrhiza,  glabra,  Xanthoxylon,  Simplocarpus, 
foetida,  Juglans  cinerea,  Apocynum  indros..  Primes  scrotina,  Leptandra,  ^ 
and  Taraxacum  !  As  a  “  ginner’l  pupposes”  remedy,  its  author  claims  it 
has  no  “  livin’  ekil,”  and  we  are  ready  to  agree  with  him.  Perry  ought  to 
frame  the  original. — National  Druggist. 

exchange,  referring  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,  says: — “In  the  evening  •  the 
members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Conference  visited  Hawarden  Park 
and  Castle,  and  Mr.  Gladstone  intimated  that  he  would  be  very  glad 
to  receive  them.  The  right  hon.  gentleman  said  that  for  those,-, 
members  of  the  party  who  might  not  agree  with  the  course  of  politicsM 
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which  he  had  pursued,  he  would  beg  them  to  bear  in  mind  that  they' 
need  be  under  no  apprehension  of  his  doing  any  more  mischief,. 
(Loud  laughter.)  Although  he  was  a  politician,  he  was  a  dead 
politician.  (Cries  of  ‘No,  no.’)  Continuing,  he  said  that  during 
their  lifetime  there  had  been  a  very  great  elevation  in  the  profession,, 
to  which  his  visitors  belonged,  in  increasing  the  knowledge  and 
improving  the  education  of  those  who  conducted  the  business  of 
chemistry.  Subsequently  the  party  returned  to  Chester. 

Oil  as  a  Hair  Tonic. — As  a  contribution  to  the  oft  inquired  about 
subject  of  preserving  the  hair  we  print  the  following  note  from  an  unidenti¬ 
fied  medical  contemporary  : — A  common  cause  of  alopecia,  according  to- 
Dr.  Henri  Fournier,  is  that  the  scalp  is  washed  too  often,  and  is  thus 
lacking  in  oil.  Many  races  oil  the  hair,  and  such  are  seldom  bald.  Some 
animals  also,  as,  for  example,  birds,  which  possess  neither  seborrheal  nor 
sebaceous  glands,  have  a  gland  which  secretes  an  oily  substance  which  the 
animal  rubs  on  the  skin  to  protect  the  feathers  from  the  action  of  water. 
The  product  of  sebaceous  glands  is  remarkably  rich  in  fat,  and  possesses  a. 
notably  small  amount  of  water.  The  falling  of  a  certain  number  of  hairs  is 
a  physiological  phenomenon.  The  author  is  of  the  opinion,  however,  that 
the  application  of  oil  to  the  scalp  would  be  beneficial  to  most  persons,  and 
it  is  suggested  that  the  rubbing  into  the  scalp  of  a  pomade  or  other  fatty 
substance,  be  made  part  of  the  daily  toilet,  the  pomade  to  carry  with  it 
some  antiseptic  substance. 

(infection  fro»T\  Kissir\g. — Dr.  F.  H.  Coe  in  a  paper  on  tuberculosis  readi 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Washington  State  Medical  Society  emphasizes  the 
importance  of  guarding  against  infection  from  milk  and  from  contact  with’ 
tuberculous  subjects.  He  has  this  to  say  against  one  form  of  exposure :: 
“  The  foolish  and  reprehensible  habit  of  promiscuous  kissing,  so  very  pre¬ 
valent  among  women  and  girls  (notably  school  girls),  should  be  checked,, 
by  the  family  physician  explaining  its  dangers.  We  can  do  more  to  stop 
this  folly  than  any  one  else,  and  anti-kissing  clubs  might  be  organized  with, 
decided  benefit.  For  heaven’s  sake,  let  them  rub  noses  like  the  Hottentots,, 
slap  backs  like  the  Esquimo,  kick  shins  or  bump  heads  by  way  of  greeting, . 
but  quit  this  everlasting  infectious  habit.  It  is  a  good  thing  that  wet 
bacilli,  do  not  easily  change  their  location,  or  one  single  emotional  and 
industrious  tuberculous  kisser  could  infect  her  whole  parish.  I  can  never 
forget  the  shock  it  gave  me  when  I  saw  several  young  school  girls  hovering, 
over  the  bed  of  a  little  mate  in  the  last  stages  of  consumption,  kissing  and 
,  being  kissed.  Such  proceedings  can  be  stopped  by  proper  instruction,  and. 
must  be.” 

The  “  British  Pharniacopoeia..” — The  British  Fharmacopceia  is 
under  the  direction  of  the  General  Medical  Council,  and,  as  has  here¬ 
tofore  been  reported,  a  new  edition  is  now  under  way.  At  a  recent 
meeting  of  the  Council  Sir  Richard  Quain,  having  been  re-elected 
president,  took  occasion  to  recount  the  chief  things  that  had  been, 
done  during  his  previous  term,  and  this  included,  of  course,  an 
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explanation  of  the  work  in  connection  with  the  revision  of  the  Phar- 
macopceia.  This  work,  he  said,  had  been  continuous,  but  necessarily 
slow  in  consequence  of  the  care  that  had  been  taken  with  it.  The 
Committe  having  the  matter  in  charge  had  considered  the  subjects  of 
general  construction,  omissions  and  additions,  weights  and  measures, 
nomenclature,  etc.  The  actual  work  of  revision  has  apparently  been 
well  advanced,  some  of  it  having  been  put  into  type,  but  the  president 
stated  that  under  present  circumstances  it  was  impossible  to  tell 
when  the  Fharmacophoeia  would  be  issued.  He  also  stated  that  in  the 
meantime  it  had  been  found  necessary  to  order  500  additional  copies 
of  the  present  issue,  which  apparently  indicates  that  the  work  of 
revision  will  not  be  completed  for  some  time  to  come.  The  announce¬ 
ment  was  also  made  that  the  metric  system  of  weights  and  measures 
would  be  introduced,  side  by  side  with  the  imperial  system,  through¬ 
out  the  general  text  of  the  book,  and  that  the  metric  system  alone 
would  be  employed  in  the  paragraphs  relating  to  analysis. 

Picric  Acid  as  a  Prevcr]tive  of  Pain  fron\  Burras. — That  the  fakirs  of 
India,  and  those  of  some  of  the  ancient  sects  (as  those  of  Feronia,  on 
Mount  Soracte)  knew  of  a  means  of  rendering  the  skin  to  a  certain  extent 
fire-proof,  there  is  no  room  to  doubt,  and  we  have  reason  to  believe  that 
this  knowledge  was  transmitted  down  to  the  middle-ages,  when  the 
ordeal  of  fire  ”  was  still  practiced,  and  that  through  this  aid  those  whom 
the  priesthood  favoured  were  enabled  to  walk  barefoot,  unscathed  over 
beds  of  glowing  coals  or  over  heated  plough-shares.  This  secret  has 
remained  unknown  to  moderns  until  very  recently,  when  it  was  solved 
quite  by  accident.  Kosmos^  in  a  recent  issue,  says  :  Dr.  Thierry,  of  the 
clinic  of  La  Charite  hospital,  in  Paris  has,  for  some  time  past,  been  using 
picric  acid  as  a  disinfecting  medium  in  surgical  operations,  and  thus  his 
hands  were  so  frequently  in  contact  with  it  that  they  became  quite  yellow 
therefrom.  One  day,  in  striking  a  match  to  light  a  cigarette,  a  mass  of 
burning  phosphorous  fell  on  his  hand,  and,  to  his  amazement,  although  it 
blazed  furiously,  he  felt  absolutely  no  pain.  The  matter,  however,  passed 
•out  of  his  mind,  until,  when  several  days  later,  some  burning  sealingwax 
dropped  on  his  hand,  and  again  produced  no  pain.  This  set  him  to 
thinking,  and  experimenting,  and  he  discovered  that  picric  acid  makes  the 
skin  to  which  it  is  applied  insensible  to  the  pain  of  burning.  This  caused 
him  to  introduce  the  substance  (picric  acid)  into  not  only  La  Charite,  but 
in  Hotel-Dieu  and  La  Pitie,  as  a  remedy  for  burns.  It  has  been  found 
that  it  not  only  instantly  stops  the  pain  of  a  burn,  but  that,  if  applied  soon 
enough,  it  prevents  blistering.  Even  severe  burns  heal  under  its  use  in 
four  or  five  days.  For  these  reasons  Dr.  Thierry  recommends  that  every 
household  and  every  workshop  where  burns  may  occur  should  be  provided 
with  a  solution  of  picric  acid,  ready  for  use.  As  the  acid  is  a  powerful 
poison  due  care  should  be  exercised  in  handling  it.  Water  in  which  boric 
,  acid  is  dissolved  is  the  best  medium  for  removing  the  stain  of  picric  acid. 
— National  Druggist 
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Essence  of  Reni\et. — A  formula  for  a  satisfactory  essence  of  rennet 
must  provide  for  a  preparation  that  will  pass  through  a  filter  within  a 
reasonable  time  and  produce  a  bright  filtrate — that  is,  an  infusion  not  of  a 
glairy  or  ropy  consistence  ;  and  further,  a  finished  article  that  will  keep 
bright  and  sweet  for  a  considerable  time.  The  following  formula  is  the 
result  of  experiment,  and,  provided  the  calves’  stomachs  are  in  proper  con¬ 
dition,  the  resulting  essence  leaves  nothing  to  be  desired.  As  the 
stomachs  vary  in  size  and  rennet-value,  it  is  desirable  to  treat  three  or 
more  at  a  time.  They  should  be  dry  and  preserved  with  salt ;  the  proper 
article  is  obtainable  from  any  reliable  butcher.  For  three  stomachs, 
take  of : — 


Salts 

Boric  acid 
Alcohol  . . . 


15  ounces. 

6  drachms. 
...  15  ounces. 


Water  ...  ...  ...  ...  ...  150  ounces. 

Open  the  stomachs,  and  retain  as  much  of  the  salt  as  will  adhere  to 
the  inner  surface  ;  cut  into  small  pieces,  and  macerate  for  about  an  hour, 
with  frequent  stirring  or  shaking,  in  50  ounces  of  water  in  which  5  ounces 
of  salt  is  dissolved  ;  strain  through  muslin,  and  repeat  maceration  with  the~ 
same  quantity  of  brine.  Dissolve  the  boric  acid  in  the  mixed  strained 
liquors,  add  the  spirit,  and  filter.  Without  the  addition  of  some  such 
medium  as  kaolin,  filtration  through  paper  is  very  slow,  and  the  first  few 
ounces  that  pass  must  be  returned.  With  about  an  ounce  of  kaolin  or 
precipitated  chalk  diffused  through  the  essence,  and  a  double  filter-paper 
supported  in  the  funnel  by  tow  and  moistened  with  water,  filtration  is 
fairly  rapid,  and  only  the  first  two  or  three  drachms  of  filtrate  will  be 
slightly  turbid.  Prepared  as  above,  the  colour  of  the  essence  is  objection¬ 
able  ;  it  varies  from  a  very  pale  straw  tint  to  what  is  practically  colourless. 
For  this  I  have  found  a  simple  remedy  in  merely  bringing  up  the  colour 
to  a  pronounced  straw  by  the  addition  of  a  very  small  quantity  of  saffron. 
One  drachm  of  the  essence  is  sufficient  for  a  pint  of  milk,  and  if  stored  in 
bottles  that  are  full  and  well  corked,  a  fairly  firm  curd  will  be  produced^ 
by  the  same  quantity  though  the  rennet  be  ten  or  twelve  months  old. 
By  re-maceration  sufficient  exhaustion  is  effected  in  a  few  hours,  and  this 
seems  to  be  the  principal  factor  in  producing  a  preparation  free  fromi 
“  ropiness.” — J.  A.  Forret,  before  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. 


PHARMACY. 


Saccl^aririe. — According  to  recent  decisions  in  both  Germany  and 
England,  saccharine  is  not  a  monopolized  product,  either  in  name  or 
composition.  A  number  of  processes  have  been  patented,  but  the  name  is 
common  property  and  the  product  may  be  manufactured  by  any  process- 
which  does  not  infringe  those  now  protected. — Bulletin  of  Pharmacy , 
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Test  for  Eucaine  in  Cocaine. — The  eucaine  salt  is  much  less  soluble  im 
water  than  is  cocaine  hydrochlorate — i  in  9,  whereas  the  cocaine  salt  is 
soluble  in  equal  parts.  For  examining  suspected  cocaine,  Vulpius  recom¬ 
mends  that  one  grain  be  placed  in  an  ounce  of  water,  then  two  drops  of 
ammonia  added.  If  the  salt  be  pure  cocaine  the  liquid  remains  limpid, 
although  a  few  crystals  may  deposit,  while  eucaine  renders  the  liquid  milky. 
— Bulletin  of  Pharfnacy. 

In^purities  in  Fluid  Extracts. — Hausmann  finds  that  many  fluid  extracts 
contain  large  quantities  of  glucose,  although  naturally  they  should  contain 
none.  The  impurity  is  said  to  be  due  to  the  use  of  caramel  employed  for 
coloring  purposes.  To  detect  it,  the  liquid  extract  is  treated  with  subacetate 
of  lead,  excess  of  which  is  removed  by  sulphuric  acid.  This  treatment 
renders  the  filtrate  practically  colorless,  unless  caramel  has  been  employed, 
when  the  color  persists. — British  and  Colonial  Druggist. 

Said  ir\  Salicylic  /\cid. — In  view  of  the  absurd  statements  occasionally 
met  with  in  American  trade  papers,  that  salicylic  acid  made  from  phenol, 
unless  carefully  purified,  contains  highly  toxic  by-products,  while  that  made 
from  oil  of  wintergreen  is  pure,  well  informed  practitioners  of  medicine  and 
pharmacy  need  not  be  reminded  of  the  fact  that  any  objectionably  impure 
salicylic  acid,  unless  artfully  adulterated,  is  excluded  from  the  drug  market,, 
not  only  by  the  pharmacopceial  requirements,  but,  as  far  as  contamination 
with  salol  is  concerned,  by  the  very  nature  and  characteristic  odor  of  this 
phenol  salicylate.  Moreover,  the  presence  of  salol  can  only  amount  to 
traces,  insignificant  in  the  medicinal,  industrial,  and  domestic  application 
of  salicylic  acid. — Dr.  Fr.  Hoffmann. 

Masking  the  Odor  of  Petroleun]. — B.  H.  O.,  Ohio,  writes:  “  I  am  mak¬ 
ing  a  preparation  containing  petroleum  oil,  headlight  or  crude,  and  have  used 
oils  of  mirbane  and  sassafras  to  overcome  its  odor,  but  neither  will  answer 
my  purpose.  I  am  using  sassafras  now,  but  it  is  not  strong  enough.  Can 
you  give  me  any  information  ?  The  perfume  must  be  cheap.”  Of  course 
an  important  point  in  the  case  is  to  have  oil,  to  begin  with,  which  is  as 
free  from  odor  as  possible.  With  crude  oil,  there  would  not  be  much 
range  of  choice  in  this  regard,  but  with  refined  oil  it  is  somewhat  different.. 
Mirbane  is  one  of  the  most  powerful  of  the  cheap  odors ;  but  as  this  does 
not  seem  to  answer,  we  suggest  a  trial  of  bergamot  oil.  This  is  much 
dearer,  but  the  actual  relative  cost  can  only  be  determined  by  a  trial  as  to 
the  quantity  necessary  to  effect  the  purpose  in  view.  If  any  reader  has 
experience  in  the  matter,  or  is  inclined  to  make  suggestions,  we  will  be 
glad  to  hear  from  him. 

Tasteless  lrot\  Chloride. — J.  F.  L,  New  Mexico. — The  National 
Formutary  gives  a  formula  for  tincture  of  citro-chloride  of  iron,  which  is 
also  called  tasteless  tincture.  It  is  as  follows  : — 

Solution  of  chloride  of  iron,  U. 

S.  P.  ...  ...  ..  ...  ...  2^0  c.c. 

Sodium  citrate  ..  ...  ...  ...  460  grams. 

Alcohol  ...  ...  ...  ...  ...  160  c.c. 

Water,  a  sufficient  quantity. 
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Mix  the  solution  of  chloride  of  iron  with  250  c.c.  of  water,  and 
dissolve  in  this  mixture  the  sodium  citrate  with  the  aid  of  a  gentle  heat. 
Then  add  the  alcohol,  and  when  the  solution  has  become  cold,  make  up 
the  volume  with  water  to  1000  c.c.  Set  the  product  aside  in  a  cold  place 
for  a  few  days,  if  convenient,  so  that  the  excess  of  saline  matter  may 
separate.  Then  filter,  and  pass  enough  cold  water  through  the  filter  to 
restore  the  original  volume. 

Ferratit\. — Is  a  combination  of  tartrate  of  iron  with  albumen,  and  is 
said  to  be  chemically  and  physically  identical  v/ith  natural  ferratin  obtained 
from  pigs’  liver  (containing  the  highest  percentage  of  ferratin  among  animal 
food),  or  spinach  (highest  percentage  among  vegetables).  Upon  the  sys¬ 
tem  organic  compounds  of  iron  exert  varying  effects  in  the  ratio  of  their 
absorbability,  and  it  is  claimed  that  albuminate  of  iron  preparations  have  a 
.:ertain  degree  of  value  because  they  supply,  in  loose  combination,  the  com¬ 
ponents  from  which  the  system  can  compound  the  required  form  of  iron 
and  just  as  it  is  extracted  from  food.  This  natural  form  of  iron  found  in 
the  tissues,  and  particularly  in  the  liver,  comprises  the  reserve  store  for 
blood  formation  as  proven  by  the  investigations  of  many  scientists.  In 
cases  of  anaemia  physicians  have  found  organic  preparations  of  iron  of 
great  service  in  that  they  are  quickly  absorbed  and  assimilated,  and  supply 
the  requisite  of  iron  to  the  blood  without  taxing  the  system. 

Paste  That  Will  l^eep. — Concerning  the  preparation  of  a  really  good 
paste  for  general  use  in  shop  or  office,  Mr.  Orlando  Jollife,  Hols- 
worthy,  writes: — “Having  for  many  years  been  accustomed  to  the 
old-fashioned  method  of  making  paste  weekly  in  summer,  and  about 
every  14  days  in  winter,  I  have  at  last  discovered  a  receipt  for  making 
a  paste  which  will  keep  for  any  length  of  time,  and  thinking  the  same 
may  be  useful  to  my  brethren  of  the  craft,  I  append  the  ingredients, 
viz.  :  I  pound  wheaten  flour,  i  quart  cold  water,  4  fluid  drams  nitric 
acid,  40  grains  boric  acid,  20  minims  oil  cloves  ;  cost  about  15  cents. 
Mix  the  flour,  boric  acid,  and  water,  then  strain  the  mixture  ;  add  the 
nitric  acid ;  apply  heat  with  constant  stirring,  until  the  mixture 
thickens  ;  when  nearly  cold  add  the  oil  of  cloves.  This  paste  will 
have  a  pleasant  smell,  and  not  attract  flies,  etc.,  and  can  be  used  to 
the  last ;  it  will  keep  to  a  thick  consistency,  and  can  be  repeatedly 
thinned  (if  required)  by  adding  water.  Instead  of  the  pastepot  being 
shunned  (as  in  most  offices,  on  account  of  its  vile  smell)  the  above 
recipe  will  enable  all  users  of  paste  to  place  the  pot  even  under  their 
nose  without  any  ill  effects.  The  quantities  given  fill  a  4  pound  jar. 
In  use  it  has  been  found  all  that  is  claimed  for  it. — Era. 

AMBERGRIS. 

FORTUNES  THAT  HAyE  BEEN  FOUND  IN  WHALES. 

“All  the  romance  connected  with  the  precious  substance  known  as 
ambergris  has  lately  been  revived  by  the  wholesale  stranding,  as 
reported  in  all  the  daily  papers,  of  a  large  number  of  sperm  whales 
on  a  portion  of  the  coast  of  New  Zealand,”  said  a  London  wholesale 
chemist  of  whom  a  writer  in  Cassell's  Saturday  Journal  made  inquiries 
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“Ambergris  is/’  he  continued,  “a  peculiar  accumulation  in  the 
intestines  of  diseased  whales  of  a  certain  species,  and  is  immensely 
valuable,  sometimes  rising  to  a  price  of  ten  pounds  sterling  the  ounce 
in  the  English  market,  for  it  is  used  as  a  property,  and  nothing 
whatever  can  supply  its  place  adequately,  in  all  really  high-class 
perfumes,  which  it  develops  and  accentuates  in  a  wonderful  way. 
Sometimes  when  a  dead  whale  is  discovered  that  same  find  produces 
a  fortune  at  once  to  the  lucky  discoverer.  I  may  say  that  I  have 
known  states  of  the  market  when  ambergris  could  scarcely  be  got  for 
dove  or  money. 

“  One  of  the  latest  of  the  really  authentic  stories  relating  to 
ambergris  deals  with  two  Hobart  Town  fishermen,  who,  in  1891, 
■begged,  for  some  small  service  rendered,  the  carcass  of  a  whale  from 
a  ship’s  captain.  This  whale  yielded  a  mass  of  ambergris  weighing 
itwo  thousand  six  hundred  and  three  ounces. 

OF  THE  VALUE  OF  ;^23,000, 

and  one  fact  of  the  story  is  that  the  ship’s  captain  was  so  chagrined 
at  passing  the  treasure  by  that  he  committed  suicide.  The  mass  of 
■  precious  ambergris  was  consigned  to  a  Londoner,  who  was  artful 
•enough  to  dispose  of  it  in  very  small  quantities,  to  keep  the  matter  a 
secret  and  to  take  care  the  market  was  not  flooded. 

“  Ambergris  is  sometimes  found  floating  near  where  whales 
•congregate. 

“  Thirteen  years  ago  a  wholesale  chemist,  like  myself,  bought  an 
old  business,  and  he  noticed  one  package  amongst  the  stock  which 
had,  old  servants  of  the  firm  said,  been  lying  in  the  wharehouse  for 
years,  it  having  come  from  the  West  Indies  and  never  apparently 
been  opened.  Examination  revealed  that  this  supposedly  worthless 
parcel  was  a  lump  of  ambergris  weighing  three  hundredweight,  and 
it  fetched  one  hundred  and  ninety  shillings  an  ounce  at  the  then 
market  price.” 


THE  TICK  PEST. 


A  REMEDY. 

The  Argentine  correspondent  of  the  Australasian  Pastoralists'  Review  has 
the  following  timely  reference  to  the  tick  pest,  a  question  which  is  of  much 
absorbing  interest  just  now  throughout  the  pastoral  community.  He 
writes  : — 

“  I  read  a  few  days  ago,  in  a  lately  arrived  Australian  paper,  that  you 
are  suffering  from  a  plague  we  had  here  eight  years  ago — ticks.  In  the 
autumn  of  1888  these  abominable  little  pests  first  made  their  appearance 
among  a  herd  belonging  to  Mr.  Palmer  Smythies,  in  the  province  of  Santa 
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Fe.  They  originated  in  some  old  partly  rotten  long  esparto  grass,  which 
grew  on  the  edge  of  a  muddy  little  stream  which  ran  through  his  land.  In 
less  than  a  month,  his  whole  herd,  some  2500  head  of  Hereford  cattle,  was 
infected,  and  the  animals  died  by  the  score.  With  such  rapidity  do  the 
little  brutes  increase  that  within  two  months  all  the  neighbouring  estancias 
were  suffering  in  the  same  degree.  I  myself  was  then  managing  an  es- 
tancia  some  27  miles  distant,  and  lost  1400  head  out  of  17,000.  The 
woist  of  the  whole  business  was  that  the  skins  were  rendered  valueless  by 
the  hundreds  of  little  holes  on  the  head,  neck,  and  breast,  where  the  ticks 
had  affixed  themselves.  What  was  to  be  done  was  the  question.  Tame 
cows  and  working  bullocks  could  be  kept  clean  by  being  sponged  with  a 
strong  solution  of  Hayward’s  glycerine  sheep  dip,  but  a  wild  herd  of 
several  thousands  was  quite  a  different  story.  All  sorts  of  things  were 
tried  ;  burning  the  camp  had  no  effect ;  probably  those  that  were  on  the 
camp  when  it  was  burnt,  died;  if  so,  others  quickly  took  their  place.  At 
last  a  neighbour  of  mine  got  a  happy  idea.  He  had  a  lot  of  store  cattle  in  a 
paddock  where  there  was  no  water  except  what  was  drawn  from  a  well. 
They  were  suffering  badly.  He  took  a  shovelful  of  powdered  sulphur 
and  a  shovelful  of  quicklime,  and  put  it  under  the  spout  out  of  which  the 
water  ran  into  the  troughs.  For  three  or  four  days  the  cattle  refused  to 
drink,  but  at  length  they  had  to,  and  the  result  was  even  better  than  he 
had  expected.  After  a  week  the  ticks  began  to  fall  off,  and,  what  was 
better,  very  few  new  ones  could  be  seen.  He  told  me  what  he  had  done, 
and  I  did  the  same  with  the  same  result,  and  passed  the  news  on.  In  the 
end  everyone  did  it,  and  the  ticks  gave  out. 

There  is  no  reason  that  I  can  see  why  the  same  remedy  should  not  be 
useful  to  you,  if  you  have  paddocks  where  the  animals  can  get  no  other 
water  than  what  you  put  sulphur  into  ;  they  won’t  drink  it  unless  they  are 
absolutely  obliged,  as  it  looks  and  tastes  nasty.  At  any  rate,  it  is  a  cheap 
remedy,  and  did  us  good.  Try  it.” 


PHARMACY  IN  THE  ARCTIC  REGIONS. 

The  most  northern  druggist’s  shop  in  the  world,  according  to  R.  G. 
Eccles,  M.D.,  in  the  Dmggisfs  Circular,  is  situated  at  Haramerfest,  in* 
Norway,  and  only  a  small  fraction  of  a  degree  from  the  71st  parallel 
of  north  latitude,  when  the  writer  was  there  the  thermometer  stood 
at  74°  F.,  and  every  one  was  going  around  in  clothing  no  heavier 
than  that  used  in  the  United  States  'during  pleasant  June  weather. 
In  the  winter  they  have  an  abundance  of  snow,  but  it  is  seldom  as 
cold  as  zero  Fahrenheit.  Occasionally  it  goes  much  lower  than  this,, 
but  not  to  continue  long.  The  Gulf  Stream  carries  the  heat  of  the 
tropics  thither  and  tempers  their  weather  the  year  round. 

The  Hammerfest  “  Apothek,”  is  a  type  of  nearly  every  drug 
store  in  Northern  Norway.  It  is  nearly  60  years  since  it  was  first 
opened,  and  it  has  changed  hands  a  number,  of  times.  The  first 
owner  was  Christian  Marten  Monsen,  who  held  possession  of  it  from. 
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1837  to  i840,lwhen|Eric  Andreas  Strand  came  into  control,  in  1843. 
Mr.  Strand  gave  place  to  Axel  Kristian  Krog,  who  remained  pro¬ 
prietor  till  1858.  From  this  last  date  till  1888,  or  for  a  period  of 
30  years,  Jens  Schulz,  the  father  of  the  present  owner,  conducted  it. 
Mr.  Carl  Schulz  has  now  owned  the  business  for  eight  years. 

All  drugs  must  agree  with  the  requirements  of  the  Norwegian 
Pharmacopia,  and  an  Inspector  makes  occasional  visits  at  unexpected 
times  every  year  to  examine  them.  He  walks  in  unannounced,, 
shows  his  badge  of  authority,  goes  to  a  case  of  test  solutions,  which 
every  store  must  have,  takes  from  the  stock  as  many  articles  as  he 
desires  to  examine,  and  if  found  wrong,  fines  are  imposed.  He  also 
examines  the  scales,  weights,,  still,  etc.,  to  see  that  they  conform  with 
legal  requirements.  The  still  is  the  most  ponderous  looking  thing  in 
the  rear  of  the  store,  and  is  quite  pretty  with  its  polished  couplings, 
pipes,  etc.  No  store  in  Norway  is  allowed  to  go  without  one  of 
these.  By  its  aid  distilled  water,  aromatic  waters  and  thqdike  are 
prepared,  waste  alcohol  or  ether  are  recovered,  and  on  the  furnace 
are  places  for  making  infusions,  etc.  The  Pharmacopia  in  use  is  the 
revision  of  1895.  At  irregular  intervals  varying  from  ten  years  up¬ 
ward,  new  editions  are  issued  and  new  changes  made.  The  revision 
of  1879  preceded  that  of  1895. 

Poisons  are  kept  safely  locked  in  cases,  the  most  powerful  in  one, 
and  the  less  powerful  in  others.  The  proprietor  carries  the  key  in  his 
pocket.  No  employee  is  therefore  able  to  supply  such  goods  in  his 
absence.  Even  he  i's  not  allowed  to  sell  them  without  an  order  from 
the  doctor,  and  in  case  the  most  deadly  are  required  the  order  must 
come  from  the  pastor.  With  these  neither  the  doctor’s  order  nor  the 
druggist’s  wishes  avail,  the  preacher  must  be  consulted  and  his 
sanction’obtained.  Carbolic  acid  and  ether  are  not  classed  as  poisons 
and  can  be  sold  indiscriminately.  When  iodoform  is  dispensed  it  has 
to  be  powdered  in  a  mortar  and  with  a  pestle  reserved  solely  for  use 
with  this  substance,  and  on  both  the  name  “  iodoform  ”  is  indelibly 
impressed.

PROSECUTION  UNDER  THE  FACTORIES  AND  SHOPS  ACT. 

The  Half  Holiday  Question. — Regulations  Ultra  Vires. — At 
the  District  Court,  Melbourne,  on  the  nth  November,  before  Mr.  Nichol¬ 
son,  P.M.,  the  first  of  the  cases  involving  alleged  breaches  of  the  weekly 
half  holiday  enactment  was  against  Messrs.  Simpson  and  Davenport, 
chemists,  carrying  on  business  in  Collins-street.  Defendants  were  charged, 
that  being  the  occupiers  of  a  shop  of  a  class  included  in  the  fourth  schedule 
to  the  Factories  and  Shops  Act  1896,  they  did  not,  as  required  by  the 
regulations  made  by  the  Governor-in-Council,  permit  one  Andrew  Haldan, 
a  person  employed  in  such  shop,  to  have  a  half  holiday  from  the  hour  of 
2  p  m.  on  some  day  during  the  week  ending  on  Saturday,  ryth  October, 
1896.  Mr.  Seton  Williams  prosecuted,  and  Mr.  David  Gaunson  appeared 
for  the  defence. 

Mr.  Gaunson  said  there  were  two  charges  laid  against  defendants,  one 
in  respect  of  an  assistant  named  Haldan,  and  one,  in  respect  of  another 
assistant.  He  was  instructed  that  Haldan  did  have  the  half  holiday 
prescribed  by  the  Act,  and  the  other  could  have  got  it  if  he  had  wished  it. 
He  had,  however,  an  objection  to  raise  in  respect  of  the  case  which  to  him 
seemed  fatal.  The  Shops  and  Factories  Act  1896  directed  that,  excepting 
section  i  and  54,  which  were  to  come  into  operation  immediately  upon  its 
, passing,  all  the  other  sections  should  not  come  into  force  until  ist  October. 
Section  i  had  no  bearing  on  the  case,  and  he  would  refer  to  section  54 
(later  on.  Under  section  39  the  Governor-in-Council  was  given  power  to 
make  regulations  with  regard  to  the  class  of  shops  mentioned  in  the  fourth 
schedule  of  the  Act — restaarants,  chemists,  oyster  saloons  and  others.  That 
clause  was  one  of  those  which  it  was  specially  stipulated  in  the  Act  should 
not  come  into  force  until  rst  October,  but  the  regulations  which  it  gave 
power  to  the  Governor-in-Council  to  make  were  actually  promulgated  on 
2ist  September,  nine  days  before  the  clause  empowering  the  Governor-in- 
Council  to  make  the  regulations  come  into  force.  They  were  therefore 
useless  and  of  no  effect.  The  summonses  charged  defendants  with  offences 
against  the  regulations,  and  if  the  regulations  were  bad  the  charges  must 
fall.  Section  54  gave  a  general  power  to  the  Governor  to  make  regulations, 
but  that  could  not  relate  to  clause  39,  which  gave  a  specific  power.  He 
(Would  also  like  to  point  out  that  the  Act  prescribed  a  half  holiday  in  some 
day  in  the  week  except  Sunday,  from  2  o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  but  the 
regulations  provided,  with  regard  to  chemists,  that  they  might  take  the  half 
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holiday  up  to  6  p.m.  and  any  night  except  Sunday  night,  a  clear  case  of 
the  regulation  overriding  the  Act,  and  of  course  being  bad.  Defendants 
•n  the  present  case  allowed  their  assistants  three  nights  off  in  every  week, 
but  if  they  were  required  to  give  the  half  holiday  the  three  nights  a  week 
concession  would  of  course  be  withdrawn. 

Mr.  Williams  said  that  the  section  63  gave  power  to  make  regulations 
for  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

Mr.  Gaunson  :  The  provisions  of  the  old  Act. 

Mr.  Williams  :  They  are  all  one  now. 

Mr.  Gaunson  :  But  it  did  not  come  into  operation  until  ist  October. 

Mr.  Williams  :  Clause  39  says  that  the  Governor-in-Council  may,  in 
manner  provided  in  section  63  of  the  principal  Act,  make  regulations. 

Mr.  Gaunson  :  Yes :  but  what  section  39  says  did  not  become  law 
until  ist  October,  and  the  regulations  were  made  on  21st  September. 

Mr.  Gillett,  who  was  engaged  in  cases  of  the  same  description  against 
Mr.  E.  W.  Cole,  argued  in  support  of  the  point  raised  by  Mr.  Gaunson. 

The  Bench  upheld  the  objection  that  the  regulations  were  ultra  vires 
and  the  case  was  dismissed. 

Mr.  Gaunson  said  that  in  the  circumstances  he  would  not  apply  for 
costs. 

The  charges  against  Mr.  Cole  were  then  withdrawn. 

With  reference  to  the  point  raised  by  Mr.  D.  Gaunson  in  the  above 
case,  Mr.  Topp,  the  Under  Secretary,  says  that  the  matter  was  not  fully 
understood  by  the  Bench,  otherwise  the  point  would  have  been  over-ruled. 
He  points  out  that  section  29  of  the  Acts  Interpretation  Act  1890  states 
that  where  an  act  is  not  to  come  into  operation  immediately  on  the  passing 
thereof,  and  confers  pover  on  the  Governor-in-Council  to  make  regulations, 
“  that  power  may  be  exercised  at  any  time  after  the  passing  of  the  act,  so 
far  as  may  be  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  the  act 
into  operation  at  the  date  of  the  commencement  thereof.”  Mr.  Topp  con¬ 
siders  that  the  regulations  were  not  ultra  vires ^  and  there  was  no  necessity 
to  pass  them  again. 


The  Sale  of  Poison. — In  the  Legislative  Assembly,  on  the  12th 
November,  Sir  John  MTntyre  drew  attention  to  the  strong  desire  that  was 
among  shire  councils  that  their  secretaries  should  be  allowed  to  sell  poison 
for  the  destruction  of  vermin.  He  urged  an  amendment  of  the  Poisons’ 
Act.  He  read  a  letter  on  the  subject  from  the  secretary  of  the  Shire  of 
Maldon.  The  Chief  Secretary  said  he  would  bring  the  matter  under  the 
notice  of  the  Cabinet. 

On  the  17th  instant,  in  answer  to  the  above  question,  the  Chief 
Secretary  intimated  that  a  Bill  would  be  introduced  by  the  Government 
providing  for  the  sale  of  poison  by  Shire  Secretaries  for  the  destruction  of 
rabbits. 
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The  Month. — The  drought  throughout  the  colony  has  had  a  very 
depressing  effect  upon  business,  and  the  losses  in  consequence  will  be 
considerable.  The  stock  routes  are  bare,  and  the  pastoral  and  agricultural 
industries  are  both  in  a  bad  way.  Druggists,  in  common  with  other  business 
people,  find  money  extremely  scarce.  Parliament  has  completed  the 
Tariff  Bill,  which  has  now  been  assented  to,  and  a  considerable  number  of 
articles  used  by  the  trade  on  which  duty  has  been  paid  hitherto  are  now 
.included  in  the  free  list.  Considerable  disappointment  is  felt,  however, 
as  the  list  in  the  Bill  is  by  no  means  as  comprehensive  as  the  list  of 
suggestions  made  by  the  druggists  to  the  Minister.  The  Dentists’  Bill  and 
ithe  Bill  to  provide  for  the  registration,  &c.,  of  vetinary  surgeons  are  both 
extremely  moderate  measures,  although  some  of  the  amendments  are, 
singular  to  say,  the  least  of  them.  A  painful  sensation  has  been  caused  in 
Townsville  by  the  suicide  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Kirton,  a  prominent  pharmacist 
-of  that  town  ;  and  the  arrest  of  Mr.  W.  W.  Watson,  a  well-known  chemist 
of  Brisbane,  on  a  charge  of  fraud,  came  as  a  shock  to  his  friends. 

Alterations  in  Tariff. — Probably  the  .most  appreciated  item 
added  to  the  free  list  from  a  druggist’s  point  of  view  is  that  of  glass  bottles, 
which  formerly  paid  15  per  cent,  ad  valor em.  Other  additions  which  are 
welcome  are  certain  surgical  and  dental  instruments  of  which  a  number  are 
enumerated.  There  are  also  a  number  of  lines  of  drugs  and  chemicals, 
but  these  particular  lines  have  been  selected  chiefly  because  they  are  used 
by  manufacturers,  and  in  many  cases  are  rarely  used  by  dispensing  chemists. 
Of  the  lines  now  added  to  the  free  list  which  are  of  real  use  to  the  trade, 
.the  following  are  the  most  prominent : — Alum,  Bottles  (glass,  empty). 
Capsules  for  Bottles,  Chloride  of  Lime,  Cotton  Wool,  Corks,  Cotton  Seed 
Oil,  Acetate  of  Soda,  Acids  (viz,,  Boracic,  Benzoic,  Carbolic,  Citric,  Oxalic, 
Phosphoric,  Pyrogallic,  Salicylic,  Sulphurous,  Tannic,  Tartaric),  Aloes, 
Ammonia,  Anti  Toxin  Serum,  Arsenic,  Carbon  Bisulph,  Borax,  Calumba 
.Root,  Camphor,  Carbolate  of  Lime,  Carbonate  of  Potash,  Cascara  Bark, 
Caustic  Potash,  Chloride  of  Gold  and  Tin,  Cinchona  Bark,  Collodion, 
Cream  of  Tartar,  Ergot,  Gentian  Root,  Glacialine,  Glycerine,  Iodine, 
Ipecacuanha  Root,  Nitrate  of  Silver,  Nut  Galls,  Nux  Vomica,  Pearl  Ash, 
Phosphorous,  Saltpetre,  Senega  Root,  Silicate  of  Soda,  Nitrate  Soda, 
Soda  Sulphate,  Soda  Caustic,  Sulphur,  Sulphate  of  Copper,  Buryta  Sulph, 
Ferri  Sulph,  Ammon.  Sulph,  Magnesia  Sulph,  Potass  Sulph,  Quinine  Sulph, 
Sodium  Sulphide,  Super  Phosphate  of  Lime,  Strychnine,  Linseed,  Oil  of 
Rodium,  Resin,  Soda  Ash,  and  Tinfoil.  The  duties  on  spirits  remain  as 
formerly,  and  the  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  druggists  to  obtain  sanction  to 
manufacture  in  bond  were  unsuccessful. 

Suicide  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Kirton. — A  mysterious  tragedy  was  enacted 
ac  Townsville  at  the  shop  of  Mr.  W.  H,  Kirton,  chemist,  of  Flinders-street. 
Mr.  Kirton  occupied  rooms  over  the  shop,  which  were  shared  by  Mr. 
Martin,  manager  of  the  United  Insurance  Co.  Early  in  the  morning  Mr. 
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Kirtcn  sent  to  another  druggist  in  Townsville  for  one  ounce  of  Prussic 
Acid.  About  an  hour  afterwards  he  was  found  dead  in  his  room  upstairs. 
The  appearance  of  the  body  indicated  that  he  had  died  from  the  effects  of 
Prussic  Acid,  and ,  all  the  indications  point  to  a  deliberate  suicide.  Mr. 
Martin  was  also  found  dead  in  his  bed,  and  had  apparently  been  dead  for 
some  hours.  The  supposition  is  that  Mr.  Kirton  had  given  Martin  a 
sleeping-draught,  which  proved  fatal,  and  upon  discovering  in  the  morning 
what  he  had  done,  determined  to  end  his  own  life  rather  than  face  what  he 
.appears  to  have  thought  the  blame  that  would  have  been  placed  upon  his 
shoulders.  An  inquiry  has  been  held  and  postponed,  pending  the  result  of 
.the  analyses  of  the  stomachs. 


WESTERN  AUSTRALIA. 

A  New  Suburban  Pharmacy. — Mr.  T.  Flintoff,  late  of  New  South 
W ales,  has  opened  a  pharmacy  at  Subioco,  a  locality  which  a  little  over  a 
few  years  ago  was  scarcely  known,  with  no  macadamised  road  to  it,  yet  is 
now  a  corporate  town  with  over  2000  people.  Judging  by  present 
prospects,  I  don’t  think  Mr.  Flintoff  will  have  cause  to  regret  his  choice. 

The  Sanitary  Condition  of  Perth,  1  regret  to  say,  does  not 

improve,  and  with  a  deficient  water  supply  and  summer  approaching,  the 

outlook  is  anything  but  pleasant.

Recognition  of  Colonial  Certificates.— It  seems  hopeless  to 
expect  Great  Britain  to  recognize  colonial  certificates  until  intercolonial 
reciprocity  has  been  established  on  a  firm  basis,  which  is  said  to  be  a  long 
way  off,  as  the  conditions  vary  so  much.  Nevertheless  it  is  only  natural 
for  the  parent  Society  to  expect  this  consumation  before  entertaining  any' 
proposals  from  the  colonies.  ' 

Fire  at  Kalgoorlie. — Damage  estimated  at  0,000. — A  fire  broke 
out  in  Miller’s  millinery  establishment  and  house,  opposite  the  Miner  office, 
at  9  o’clock  on  Thursday,  October  22nd,  and  in  three  minutes  the  flames 
spread  to  the  establishment  of  Messrs  Fox  and  Holmes,  butchers  ; 
Mr.  J.  Layhourne  Smithy  chemist — one  of  the  victims  of  the  great  Cool^ardie 
dre — Cobb’s  office,  and  Linton  and  Saunders -auction  mart.  A- fall  in  the 
wind  and  the  supply^  of  water  proved  effective  to  hinder  the  progress  of  the 
flames  after  Cobb  and  Company’s  office  had  been  gutted. 


A  Difficult  Remedy. — The  sufferer:  “  Do  you  think  it  would 
relieve  my  toothache  if  I  should  hold  a  little  liquor  in  my  mouth  ?  ”  His 
wife  :  “  It  might,  if  you  could  do  it.” 
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The  25TH  Standard  Examination  under  the  Pharmacy  Board  was 
held  throughout  New  Zealand  on  the  15th  and  i6th  of  October.  Seven 
candidates  came  up  in  Auckland,  where  the  examination  was  conducted  by 
Messrs.  Aickin,  Crawford,  and  Kenderdine.  The  examiners  are  now  at 
work  on  the  results,  but  I  understand  all  the  southern  papers  are  not  yet 
to  hand.  The  questions  are  well  up  to  the  usual  standard  of  the  Board, 
and  while  a  complete  absence  of  anything  like  catch  questions  is  notice¬ 
able,  they  afford  a  thorough  test  in  their  respective  subjects  up  to  their 
limit.  The  failure  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  and  the  fact  that  it  has  not  yet 
become  law  will  obviously  necessitate  the  Board  postponing  for  the  present 
any  advance  in  the  standard  they  set  before  candidates,  and  the  unreason¬ 
ableness  is  manifest  of  those  who  clamour  for  an  advanced  standard,  while 
admitting  in  the  same  breath  that  is  a  wonder  any  candidates  present 
themselves  under  the  present  unsatisfactory  state  of  the  law. 

The  Half- Holiday. — I  noticed  with  much  pleasure  in  your  issue  of 
this  month  that  the  chemists  of  Melbourne  have  succeeded  in  their  efforts 
to  secure  a  half-holiday,  and  that  closing  on  the  Saturday  afternoon  will 
become  compulsory.  Your  report  does  not  give  precise  information  as  to 
the  conditions  of  closing,  but  evidently  it  will  be  allowable  to  keep  an 
assistant  in  the  pharmacy  to  attend  to  urgent  business,  and  apparently  the 
assistant  so  detained  must  be  granted  a  half-holiday  on  some  other  day. 
This  is  similar  to  the  arrangement  under  which  chemists  in  New  Zealand 
enjoyed  their  half-holiday  for  the  short  space  of  some  six  or  seven  months 
in  the  end  of  1895,  except  that  here  the  law  was  not  optional,  and  business 
was  allowed  to  be  resumed  between  the  hours  of  7  and  9  p.m.,  and,  more¬ 
over,  any  day  in  the  six  could  be  selected  by  each  individual.  Unfortu¬ 
nately,  however,  the  “  Shop  Hours  Act  ”  was  revised  early  in  the  year,  and 
in  the  revised  Act,  chemists  were  specially  exempted  from  its  operation. 
During  the  short  time  the  Act  was  in  force,  there  was  some  considerable 
uncertainty  as  to  the  exact  meaning  of  some  of  its  clauses,  and  it  was 
ignored  altogether  by  a  few  chemists ;  but  in  Auckland  it  was  carried  out 
loyally  by  the  great  majority,  who  welcomed  it  as  a  boon,  and  would  have  been 
glad  to  carry  out  its  provisions  voluntarily  after  the  Act  was  revised  if 
unanimity  could  have  been  secured :  but  without  legal  compulsion  this 
seems  hopeless. 

Auckland  Chemists’  and  Druggists’  Association. — The  annual 
business  meeting  of  the  Auckland  Chemists’  and  Druggists’  Association 
was  held  on  the  8th  October,  an  hour  earlier  than  the  time  fixed  for  the 
dinner.  There  was  a  capital  muster  of  members.  The  minutes  of  last 
annual  meeting  were  confirmed,  and  Mr.  Alfred  Le  Quesne  was  received 
as  a  new  member.  The  Chairman  gave  notice  of  motion  to  change  the 
name  of  the  Association  to  “  The  Auckland  Pharmaceutical  Association,” 
remarking  that  the  title  ‘‘chemist  and  druggist”  was  obsolete  in  New 
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Zealand  and  that  inasmuch  as  none  but  pharmaceutical  chemists  were 
admitted  to  membership,  the  proposed  change  in  name  was  appropriate. 
The  appointment  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  was  next  proceeded  with, 
the  President  and  Secretary  being  re-elected,  the  appointments  resulting  as 
follows  : — President,  Mr.  Jas.  A.  Haslett ;  Secretary,  Mr.  T.  A.  Crawford 
Treasurer,  Mr.  W.  C.  Sharland ;  Committee,  Messrs.  Graves  Aickin  and 
J.  M.  Jefferson,  with  the  above-named  officers. 


Much  Friction  has  occurred  in  levying  duties  under  the  new  tariff  on 
goods  imported  by  chemists.  To  say  that  the  department  has  gone  straight 
for  its  pound  of  flesh  is  rather  under  the  mark.  It  is  a  common  complaint 
that  the  Act  is  strained  to  its  limit  in  assessing  duties,  and  the  wildest  lati-^ 
tude  taken  in  the  classification  of  goods  so  as  to  get  the  very  utmost  out  of 
importers.  Patent  and  proprietary  goods  are  chargeable  with  a  duty  of  40' 
per  cent.,  and  anything  whether  in  bulk  or  packets  bearing  a  proprietary  name 
is  included  in  this  category  ;  the  latest  official  ruling  being  that  pound  bottles 
of  pills  labelled  as  “  Kichardson’s  ”  Pil  Rhei  Co.,  or  “  Lloyd’s  ”  Pil  Colocc 
Hyosciam  are  deemed  to  be  proprietary  goods,  and  charged  at  the  higher  rate 
of  duty.  Our  Christchurch  brethren  feeling  aggrieved  at  this  palpable  over¬ 
straining  of  the  Tariff  Act,  have  addressed  a  respectfully-worded  remonstrance 
to  the  Commissioner  of  Customs,  pointing  out  the  injustice  of  his  recent 
decision.  From  information  received  I  am  enabled  to  state  that  the  remon¬ 
strance  is  now  under  consideration  ;  what  the  result  will  be  time  will  show,- 
but  the  petitioners  may  rely  upon  it  that  if  their  statements  can  be  confirmed 
the  evil  will  be  redressed. 

“  The  Sweating  of  the  Medical  Profession  by  the  Friendly 
Societies  ”  is  not  so  prominent  a  subject  of  controversy  at  this  side  of  the 
Tasman  Sea  as  it  is  at  your  side.  Mr.  Ludwig  Bruck  apparently  makes  out 
a  good  case  for  the  Australian  Doctors,  judging  from  the  report  of  the 
Registrar  of  Friendly  Societies,  seem  to  be  so  much  better  paid,  that  there  is 
little  or  no  ground  for  complaint.  Our  leading  paper.  The  Evening  Post^ 
lately  devoted  a  leader  to  this  subject,  of  a  decidedly  congratulating  tone  to¬ 
wards  the  profession,  on  their  better  treatment. 

A  CURIOUS  PHASE  of  colonial  legislation  has  lately  been  made  apparent. 
The  Alcoholic  Liquors’  Sale  and  Control  Amendment  Act,  1895,  provided  for 
the  appointment  of  Inspectors  of  licensed  houses,  giving  them  power  to 
collect  samples  of  liquors  sold  at  any  licensed  house,  and  make  analyses  there¬ 
of,  but  it  did  not  provide  for  their  appointment  as  Colonial  Analysts,  conse¬ 
quently  on  the  very  first  prosecutions  instituted  for  the  sale  of  adulterated 
liquors,  the  cases  had  to  be  dismissed  for  want  of  proof  that  the  Inspectors 
had  been  gazetted  as  colonial  analysts.  This  anomaly  led  to  a  short  Bill  of 
three  clauses,  conferring  the  requisite  status,  being  passed  almost  at  the  last 
hour  of  the  late  Parliament,  thus  curing  the  defect. 

Mr;  Woodward,  formerly  with  Mr.  Boon,  chemist.  Nelson,  and  who 
quite  recently  commenced  business  at  the  Bluff,  has  disposed  of  that  and 
accepted  the  management  of  Mr.  Loasby’s  business  at  Dunedin.

His  method  of  administration  is  to  fill  a  tablespoon  with  oil, 
and  while  an  assistant  holds  the  fowl,  force  open  its  mouth  and  “drench” 
it  with  the  contents.
